9  Edwabb  Henuy  Rich,  7th  Earl  of  Warwick  and  4th  Earl  of 
Holland,  when  a  boy  ;  lie  was  the  only  son  of  Edward  Rich, 
6th  Earl  of  Warwick  and  3rd  Earl  of  Holland,  and  Charlotte, 
daughter  of  Sir  Thomas  Middleton;  in  1721  he  was  made 
Lord  of  the  Bedchamber  to  his  Majesty  King  George  I.,  but 
died  on  the  16th  August  in  that  year,  when  his  titles  descended 
to  his  relative  Edward  Rich,  son  of  Cope  Rich,  and  grandson 
of  Cope  Rich  who  was  4th  son  of  Henry  of  Holland,  K.G.

10  James  Hamilton,  3ud  Makquis  ok  Hamilton,  Marquis  of 
Clydesdale,  Earl  of  Arran  and  Cambridge,  Lord  Avon  and 
Iverdale,  K.G. ;  created  Duke  of  Hamilton,  1643,  eldest  son 
of  James,  2nd  Marquis,  K.G.,  and  Lady  Anne  Cunningham, 
daughter  of  James,  7th  Earl  of  Glencairn  ;  married  Mary, 
daughter  of  William  Fielding,  1st  Earl  of  Denbigh.  Was 
taken  prisoner  by  the  Parliamentarians  i.t  the  battle  of 
Preston,  17th  August  1648,  and  beheaded  in  Old  Palace 
Yard,  9th  March  1649.

Badge  and  Ribbon  of  the  Garter,  holding  his  hat  in  his  right

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SIR  G.  KNELLER. 

13  Portrait  of  Charles  Montague,  Earl  of  Halifax,  born  at 
Horton,  Northamptonshire,  1G61 ;  was  the  son  of  George 
Montague,  younger  son  of  Henry,  1st  Earl  of  Manchester; 
he  was  created  Earl  of  Halifax  at  tho  accession  of  George  I., 
and  died  in  1715.  His  poetry  was  much  admired  by  Addison 
and  other  poets  of  hio  day.  Ho  married  Anno,  daughter  of 
Sir  Christopher  Yelverton,  Bart.,  and,  dying  without  issue, 

was  succeeded  by  his  nephew  Georgo  (son  of  his  elder  brother 
Georgo),  who  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Sir  John  Pelham, 
Bart.,  (and  aunt  of  Thomas  Hollis,  Duke  of  Newcastle).

SIR  G.  KNELLER. 

14  Portrait  of  James  Cbaggs,   Secretary   of  State  ;  was   the   only 

son   of   James  Craggs ;    ho  was    made    Postmaster    General, 
and  after  the  resignation  of   Addison    he  succeeded  him  as 
£  A      /  &~  Secretary  of  State,  being  the  youngest  man  who  at  that  time 

^    ,  had  ever  obtained  that  high  office  ;  ho  died  in  the  year  1720 

or  1721  ;  his  abilities  and  knowledge  of  business  woro  con- 
siderable ;  he  was  much  esteemed  by  Addison,  who  had  his 
picture,  with  those  of  his  other  friends,  at  Bilton  Hall ;  ho 
was  related  to  Lord  St.  Germans  ;  his  family,  originally  seated 
in  Devonshire,  removed  into  Cornwall  in  tho  fifteenth  century, 
and  one  of  its  descendants  was  Sir  John  Eliot,  the  celebrate 
opponent  of  the  Court  party  in  the  reign  of  Charles  I.  Tin 
first  Lord  Eliot  assumed  the  name  of  Craggs,  and  was  grand- 
son maternally  of  the  Right  Honourable  James  Craggs. 

In  a  light  blue  coat,  standing  near  a  table  on  which  then 
is  a  letter  directed  to  his  Catholic  Majesty,  Charles  III.,  re- 
ferring to  the  German  Archduke  Charles,  who,  in  the  war  of 
the  Spanish  succession  in  Queen  Anne's  reign,  was  adopte  I  by 
the  Germans  and  English  as  King  of  Spain  under  tho  abovi 
title,  and  was  still  so  addressed  after  the  Peace  oi  Utrecht

17  Portrait  of  Mrs.  Combes,  sister  of  Joseph  Addison ;  she 
married,  first,  Dr.  Satre,  a  refugee  French  minister  who 
became  a  Prebendary  of  Westminister  ;  and  secondly,  Daniel 
Combes,  Esq.  Swift  has  described  her  as  "  A  kind  of  wit, 
and  very  like  her  brother."

18  Pobtraits  of  Lucy,  Countess  of  Carlisle,  in  white  dress  lined 
with  pink  satin,  with  pearl  ornaments,  necklace  and  earrings, 
seated,   turned    to    the    left;    and   Dorothy,    Countess    of 
Leicester,  in  red  dress,  with  loose  scarf,  pearl  necklace  and 
/U^Cf ,  Ov  earrings,  with  sprays  of  orange  blossom  in  her  hand  and  in 

her  hair,  seated,  to  the  right 

These  ladies  were  the  daughters  of  Henry,  9th  Earl  of 
Northumberland,  E.G.  The  Countess  of  Carlisle  was  the 
wife  of  James  Hay,  Earl  of  Carlisle ;  was  Bedchamber 
Woman  to  Queen  Henrietta  Maria,  wifo  of  King  Charles  I., 
and  was  a  most  mischievous  politician,  betraying  the  Queen's 
secrets  to  Cromwell's  party ;  she  died  1660,  and  was  buried 
at  Petworth  near  her  father.  The  Countess  of  Leicester  was 
the  wife  of  Robert  Sidney,  2nd  Earl  of  Leicester  ;  she  had  the 
care  of  the  Duke  of  Gloucester  and  the  Princess  Elizabeth 
after  the  execution  of  their  father,  Charles  L,  in  1619

(Niece   of  Lord   Darnley),  and    Elizabeth,  daughter   of  Sir 

William  Cavendish  ;  she  married  clandestinely,  in  1609,  Sir 

William  Seymour,  afterwards   Duke  of  Somerset ;    she  was 

disguised  in  man's  apparel,  escaped  from   custody  at  High- 

s-j  gate,  and   took  refuge     in   a   French  vessel.     Her  husband 

/  *& '      *  reached  Ottend  in  safety,  but  she  was  captured  and  sent  to  the 

Tower,  less  afflicted  at  her   own  fato  than  overjoyed  at  her 

husband's  security  ;    she  died  in  the  4th  year  of  her  captivity, 

worn  out  with  grief,  her  reason  having  given  way  under  the 

severity  of  her  treatment.

27  Portrait  of  Sib  John  Vanbrugh,  born  in  Cheshire,  of  a  good 

family  ;    he  was  an  able  dramatic  writer  aud  architect ;    in 

^9  A     A   m  1716   ho  was  made  Surveyor  of  Greenwich  Hospital;  many 

noble  structures  were  raised  under  his  direction,  amongst  them 

Blenheim,  Claremont,  Castle  Howard,  the  old  Military  Academy 

at  Woolwich,  the  old  Opera  House  in  the   llaymarket,  and 

Newbold  Revel  in  Warwickshire  ;    he  died  in   1726.     He  is 

noted  for  the  heaviness  of  his  buildings  and  the  lightness  of 

his  comedies.     The  proposed  inscription  for  his  gravestone  is 

well  known — 

"  Lie  heavy  on  him,  earth,  for  he 
Laid  many  a  heavy  load  on  thee."

28  PRINCE  RUPERT,  son  of  Frederick,  the  Elector  Palatine  and 

King  of  Bohemia,  and  Elizabeth  his  wife,  daughter  of  King 
James  I.  of  England  ;  was  born  at  Prague  in  1619  ;  he  was 
a  prince  of  great  natural  ability  aud  cultivation,  a  distin- 
guished warrior,  and  a  man  of  science ;  ho  was  the  inventor 
of  mezzotint  (his  first  engraving  is  dated  1658) ;  a  great 
promoter  of  trade  in  Africa,  arid  principal  protector  of  the 
Royal  African  Company  ;  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company  was 
created  by  him,  and  was  the  first  appointed  by  Royal  Charter  ; 
he  died  in  his  house  in  Spring  Gardens,  1682,  and  is  buried 
in  Henry  VII.'s  Chapel  in  Westminster  Abbey.

29  PRINCE  MAURICE,  younger  brother  of  Prince  Rupert,  and 
like  him  a  great  warrior;  he  died  at  sea  in  1651,  being  ship- 
wrecked in  a  hurricane  off  the  coast  of  Spain.  The  Princes 
Rupert  and  Maurice  came  to  England  in  1642  on  tho  appear- 
ance of  disturbances  there.

he  was  the  second  son  of  Robert  Rich,  1st  Earl  of  Warwick ; 
he  married   in   1622,   Isabel,  daughter    and  heiress  of   Sir 
/ '//~^P     d     """  Walter  Cope  of  Kensington;    in   1622   he  was  made  Baron 

Kensington  and  Gentleman  of  the  Bedchamber  to  Henry, 
Prince  of  Wales,  son  of  James  I. ;  about  tho  year  1627  he  was 
created  Earl  of  Holland,  made  Captain  of  the  Guard,  Knight 
of  the  Garter,  and  a  member  of  the  Privy  Council.  He  was 
beheaded  in  1628-9,  and  buried  at  Kensington.  He  became 
possessor  of  Holland  House,  Kensington,  in  right  of  his  wife, 
and  gave  it  that  name,  it  having  previously  been  called  Cope 
Castle.

Cromwell  in  1649.

daughter  and  heiress  of  Sir  William  Hatton,  Knight,  by  whom 
ho  had  (with  other  issue)  Robert,  his  successor,  who  married 
Lady  Anne,  daughter  of  William,  Duke  of  Devonshire,  and 
dying  without  male  issue  was  succeeded  by  his  brother  Charles, 
who  married  Mary,  daughter  of  Richard,  Earl  of  Cork,  and 
dying  without  issue  was  succeeded  by  Henry,  Earl  of  Holland 
(2nd  son  of  Robert,  Earl  of  Warwick)  who  married  Elizabeth, 
daughter  and  heiress  of  Sir  Walter  Cope,  Knight  of  Kensing- 
ton, and  brought  Kensington  (now  Holland)  House  into  the 
Rich  family.
